| made on the line east of Prince Ru- 


pert, on the GT. P., was the state- 
ment made by W. P. Hinton, general 
passenger agent of the road, who is in 
town and a guest at the King Ed- 
ward. Mr. Hinton has just completed 
a tour of inspection of the coast ser- 
ice of the company and during his 
atinerary visited Stewart, Prince Ru- 
pert and the Queen Charlotie islands. 

Mr. ‘Hinton travelled along the ljne 
for 50 miles cast from Prince Rupert, 
up to the point where the track is 
completed, Construction is —progres- 
sing, however, 240 miles east of the 
coast, and there are 1700 men employ- 
ed ‘between the coast and the moun- 
tains.. Mr. (Hinton stated that there 
was employment for that many more 
if it was only possible to get them. 

“Tabor is very, very searce,” he 
said. ;

Commissioner Turner rated the two 
houses being erected by Geo.

$8,000. The board decided to offer 
Mr. Goldsberry $8,400 for the houses 
in course of crection and the property 
on which they are situated.
